Fabian Strife, 70, Lost For 


30 Years, Returns To 
Relate Wierd Story

The mystery that for 30 years 


has shrouded the disappearance of 
Fabian Strife, New Glarus pioneer, 
•who dropped from sight while ivolf 


inp in the 
wooded hills of 


Ureen county, was cleared up today, 
unfolding a story remarkable as 
the fabled sleep of Kip Van Winkle 


the Catskills. 
An old, white-haired man of 70, 


Strifo has come -back to the home 
of his early life in Wisconsin, on a 
farm west of New Glarus, bringing 
with him this tale of adventure al- 
most unbelievable. 
Neighbors and 


friends gather daily at the Strife 
homestead to listen to the tale. 


It -was a fall day, 30 years ago, 


!n the timber lands of Green, coun- 
ty,—at that time an almost virgin 
wilderness. Strife was alone in the 
timbers, hunting wolves. 
A wolf 


hole under the 
base of a huge 
tree attracted the hunter and he 
crawled in to explore. Strife never 
came out, as far as neighbors in 
the community knew. A 
passing 


hunter found his (run lying near 
H.he hole, and the disappearance of 
Strife -was linked with the gun. 


Dead, the neighbors, thought, and 


in their minds they buried 
v'— 


Years passed and they forgot him. 


Bat Strife was not dead. 
Entering the hole, he was unable 


to get out by tha 'same route, due 
to the condition of roots under the 
mammoth tree. 
Working his way 


along the tunnel for several hun- 
dred feet he found that it grew wid- 
er ~sa it progressed. Then it would 
narrow ajrain. 


But it always led onward in an 


apparently straight 
course. 
For 


two days, he says, he crawled on, 
sometimes able to stand up in the 
cave, again forced to progress on 
his hands and knees. 


The third dav, nearly exhausted, 


he came to the end. having wan- 
dered, he declares, for miles. 
He 
pushed on through the country un- 
til he came to the Wisconsin river. 


A German by birth, 
unable to 


sppak a word of English, the lost 
man had no way of finding his way 
home to New Glarus. For days he 
wandered, getting a bite to eat here 
and there from settlers. 


Following the Wisconsin river to 


its junction with the Mississippi, 
Strife made his 
way 
southward 


along the hanks of the father of 
-waters. Weeks later, spent 
and 


worn from his days of hard travel 
through swamp and wood, the lost 
hunter came to a settler's place in 
Illinois where he -was offered work 
and shelter. Strife accepted. 


That was 30 years ago. 
A month ago, the fanner -who be- 


friended the lost 
man, now a 


wealthy land owner in the widely 
advertised Illinois corn belt, discov- 
ered the relatives of Strifp. who 
was getting along in years. 


Two 
weeks 
ago 
Strife 
was 


brought back to his old homestead, 
a literal Kip Van Winkle, a ghost 
of a vanished day. Neighbors and 
friends gather at the Strife home- 
stead in the hills west of New Glar- 
us to shake the hand of this man 
and hear his «tory-
